But it, too, must stand the as- 
sault of those who have a perverted idea of 
liberty. Nearly every city with -similar laws 
has been through the mill or is even now fight- 
ing cases in court. 

Unless whole-hearted spirit of the commun- 
ity is with beautification a zoning ordinance is 
destined to be dragged about and tramped up- 
on. Not only will citizens of low order of 
public spirit parade their rights to detriment 
of a better order of ‘things, but it must be re- 
membered that a modern city is in active state 
of change and development. : 

Here, too, is a difficulty that must make 
any plan most elastie to be effectve. Few cit- 
ies of today were laid out with any thought 
for utilities and mechanical features now part 
of every-day life. Neeessities unknown at the 
time of founding Have developed. We have 
inherited cities with the old plan—for horse 
and buggy, coal oil lamps and -wood stoves. 
Things are changing overnight—a city is a liv- 
ing, growing thing. 

Drafting of a zoning ordinance, therefore, 
needs careful, painstaking, generous and far- 
seeing diplomacy. ; S 

First of all, however, community spirit 
should be behind the measure—for protection 
of property values and beautification of city. 
Thus is adoption of zoning ordinance one of 
the most important requisites of ‘today’s city— 
prospective home seekers, industry or business 
seekers study a city’s restrictive and protect- 
ive measures before investing.

Ontario Resident Asks $25,000 
On Charge of Negligence by 
Physician—Says He Is Now 
Permanently Crippled 





Asserting that as ‘the result 
of unskilled treatments and 
negligence he has become per- 
manently crippled, James M. 
Rutledge, prominent Ontario 
business. man, filed suit in the 
superior court asking $25,000 
damages from Dr. Frank Peir- 
sol, physician and surgeon of 
Claremont.
